AFTERNOON SESSION 

The afternoon session opened at 2:30 P.M. with 
Sister Mary Ignatia, S.S.N.D., Librarian, Academy 
of our Lady, Chicago, presiding. 

Rev. Placidus Kempf, O.S.B., Librarian, St. Mein- 
rad Abbey, St. Meinrad, Ind., gave the first paper 
entitled, “Cooking Up History.” He very forcibly 
stressed the importance of the “Search for Truth” in 
history and related the praiseworthy work being done 
in this connection by Seminary students at St. Mein- 
rad Abbey. Following this, Sister Ignatia requested 
Father Foik, who is vice-president of the Texas His- 
torical Association, to give some of his experiences in 
that field. He responded in his usual capable fashion 
and showed how in that State Catholics are working in 
coéperation with those outside the Church and urged 
that this example be followed in library work as well. 

Miss Pearl Field, Librarian, Legner Public Library, 
Chicago, delighted everyone with her highly instruc- 
tive talk, “The Value of Pamphlet Material to 
the Reference Librarian.” Her narration of how 
money problems were faced elicited much comment 
and members of the Catholic Library Association 
learned not to use “the depression” as an excuse for 
deficiency in material. Another interesting point de- 
veloped was that the Government supplied many 
pamphlets gratis that would be sufficient for the needs 
of a college reference library. 

In response to a request from the Chair, Father 
Brielmaier told the Assembly a few things about his 
magazine exchange. He stated that there would be 
none this summer but suggested that the members 
conduct individual ones. Father Foik then lauded the 
work of Father Brielmaier and recommended that the 
Association go on record as extending him their 
appreciation of his painstaking industry and its 
wonderful results. 

There being no further business, a motion was made 
and seconded for adjournment. 

A meeting of the C. P. /. editorial board was sched- 
uled for the next morning at 9 o'clock.

after the final session began with Rev. Peter J. Etzig, 
C.SS.R., Oconomowoc, Wis., Secretary, presiding. He 
opened the meeting with a prayer and then, in his 
capacity as secretary, outlined the business pending. 
He expressed gratification over the fine representation 
(more than 100 registered) showing a wonderful 
growth since the first mid-winter meeting. He also 
brought out the encouraging fact that the different 
Orders of Nuns were so well represented, thus mani- 
festing great interest within the various Congrega- 
tions. 

Sister Mary de Lourdes, Librarian, Briar Cliff 
College, Sioux City, Iowa, read a splendid paper, 
“Recreational Reading for College Students.” Some 
discussion followed and Sister Cecil declared that the 
real problem was to teach children to read good books 
between the ages of twelve and sixteen and there 
would be no difficulty in getting them to continue this 
practice during their college days. 

The high point of the Conference was reached when 
Father Foik, Chairman of the C. P. J. Editorial Board, 
rendered his masterly paper entitled, “Consideration 
of Ways and Means for Continuing the Catholic 
Periodical Index.” First, he accorded just praise to 


Miss Barrows, the editor, and related some of the 
difficulties under which she labors. Leaving no doubt 
in the minds of the delegates that the publication 


would have to continue, he outlined the best methods 
of making this possible. He promised that he would 
do all in his power to aid “the child of depression” 
but insisted that cooperative action on the part of all 
was highly necessary. From various correspondence 
which he had he presented the status of the C. P. J. 
and, to climax his talk, read a special delivery letter 
from Mr. F. W. Keppel, President of the Carnegie 
Corporation, to Rev. Wm. M. Stinson, S.J., President 
of the Catholic Library Association, expressing regret 
that the Carnegie Corporation was at this time un- 
able to render any aid towards the publication of the 
C. P. 1., but promising cooperation in the future, if it 
were possible. 


BUSINESS MEETING 

Upon the close of this talk, Father Etzig turned the 
Chair over to Father Foik, Vice-president of the 
C. L. A., to preside at the business session. The 
latter spoke in a very informal manner, saying that 
the members could talk about almost anything as long 
as it was, as they say in the Knights of Columbus, 
for the good of the Order. He suggested that they 
enter into a pretty free criticism or approval of what 
the Catholic Library Association had been doing in 
the past, what it was now doing, and what it could 
de. He voiced the opinion that there was much room 
for improvement in the C. P. J. and asked for sugges- 
tions from those who could give some wise advice. 

“Ask and you shall receive” is no idle statement 
from the Bible, as all kinds of schemes, ideas and 
proposals were offered.

Reports of the magnificent Chicago Conference 
reached us just as we were going to press. We 
are happy to announce that the first pledge of 
$50.00, made by our live-wire secretary, was re- 
ceived in time to publicly acknowledge it.

University proposed that a committee in each city 
should call upon the various schools, communities, 
seminaries, libraries, etc., where the C. P. J. was not 
in use and impress upon them its value. Mr. Eugene 
P. Willging, St. Thomas College, Scranton, Pa., 
though he was attending the Conference accompanied 
by his bride of twenty-four hours, was able to offer 
some valuable ideas, such as using the Wortp as a 
means of acquainting people with the work of the 
Catholic Periodical Index, and of inserting in the 
Wortp book ads which might aid the C. P. /. financi- 
ally. This latter project was questioned by Father 
Brielmaier as impractical at the present time since 
the Wortp has its own struggle for existence. Mr. 
Millman of the Bruce Publishing Company gave the 
publisher’s viewpoint on taking advertising space in 
such publications, stressing the fact that circulation 
is an all important consideration. He further sug- 
gested that the Reverend Mothers be approached re- 
garding the C. P. J. Through an order from them 
schools subject to them might be prevailed upon to 
subscribe. 


Sister Cecil made the worthwhile suggestion that if 
there should be a cumulation of the /ndex for five 
years it ought to include book reviews instead of some 
three or four magazines now therein with no scholarly 
value. Father Etzig then made a coup d’état. Noting 
that the C. P. J. is paralyzed now because of lack of 
funds he offered to raise $50.00 (source then un- 
known) in order to reduce the $1250 deficit, if anyone 
would match him. Sister Cecil, after short reflection, 
said she felt sure of the support of her Superior and 
accepted the challenge. One by one other members 
rose and made their solemn pledges to raise anything 
from $10.00 to $100.00—and everyone began to feel 
that the debt of the C. P. /. was being rapidly liqui- 
dated. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS TO PRESIDENT 

The result of the morning’s discussion was that the 
members of the Catholic Library Association strongly 
urged the following recommendations be made to the 
President : 

First: That the editorial board of the C. P. J. ap- 
point a special committee for propaganda and ad- 
vertising with Rev. Paul J. Foik, C.S.C., as Chairman, 
and Mr. Paul Byrne of Notre Dame, Vice Chairman. 

Second: That the afternoon of the first day of the 
Mid-Winter Conference should be reserved for sec- 
tional meetings, e. g. college librarians, high school 
librarians, seminary librarians, etc. 

Third: That The Catholic Library Association 
should publish Father Shanahan’s translation of the 
Norme, as adapted to American needs. 

Miss Murphy was then requested to tell of her work 
in the classification of religion, to which she is giving 
her complete attention in research work at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago Library Graduate School. She 
responded in a most interesting manner and intimated 
that it would probably be ready for publication in 
June. She also told of her visit with Msgr. Tisserant, 
and of his great interest in the C. L. A. 

After some further discussion the meeting was ad- 
journed but not before the Sisters of Mercy and Saint 
Xavier College were given a rousing clap for their fine 


cooperation and excellent hospitality.

PUBLICATIONS FUND OF C.L.A. A GUARANTEE 
AGAINST FUTURE CRISES 
Rev. Perer J. Erzic, C.SS.R.

One of the major difficulties of all academic publi- 
cations seems to be the question of finance. There 
are doubtless many contributing causes to this fact, 
chief among which we find the restricted circle of 
appeal such publications have, the high cost of output 
which closely annotated pages make unavoidable, and 
the time needed to convince buyers of the value of 
the publication. When this publication happens to be 
Catholic, added difficulty is experienced. 

Many of us have in the past years watched the 
C. P. J. gallantly attempt to make such shoals, and 
have been victims of keen anxiety at times lest this 
first-born of the C. L. A. meet death. Appeals have 
been made and partially met; articles have been 
written which outlined the difficulties and inculcated 
optimism as to the final result. Such action is clearly 
indicative of a backing that refuses to quit—one of 
the finest encouragements that could be given. Time 
and labor have been gladly and enthusiastically 
thrown into the project—something that we can in 
some way appreciate but hardly measure. It follows, 
therefore, that we all stand solid on the statement 
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that the C. P. J. shall not fail. Having been inter- 
ested in the project from its very inception, the writer 
feels that it is time to give serious consideration to 
what might be called The Publications Fund of the 
C.L. A. This fund might be long in gathering, but it 
seems to be the only warrant against ever recurring 
anxiety as to the publications that the C. L. A. might 
in the future choose to sponsor. Such a fund would 
have a striking advantage in this that the basic fund 
would never be attachable by the C. L. A. for any 
work. The funds collected by the members would be 
pooled and the proceeds“ would be available to the 
C. L. A. for disbursement. Such procedure offers a 
good method of appeal for it secures to the donor a 
sort of helpfulness that is beyond the fortunes or mis- 
fortunes of a given time or government. Thus the 
fund becomes perennial and all patrons can be assured 
that their gift will keep on for unnumbered years to 
do the work intended. It becomes as it were a con- 
tinuance of life even after one has disappeared from 
the scene of his labors. It partakes of some of the 
sacredness of the old-time custom of foundations for 
Masses and charitable works which have perpetuated 
in the mind of the Church the memory of some of our 
forefathers. In fact, to make another comparison, it 
becomes a sanctuary lamp telling of the charitab! 
presence of benefactors who have gone to God. It is, 
therefore, not a gift that can melt away in a trice; it 
is not subject to the whims of the moment; it is not 
subject to the unforeseen vicissitudes of depression 
losses. It never disappears but year after year pro- 
duces its good upon succeeding generations. This 
gives us an approach of appeal that is wanting in any 
method that would call for sponsors of another type. 


Heretofore, direct funds were solicited and sunk 
into promotion and publication, and the obvious fact 
that more funds are needed brings up the question 
whether or not a similar procedure should not again 
be attempted. Arguments for and against can be 
adduced, but when all is said and done a decision for 
the negative would seem to be in order. A fund, how- 
ever, does not profess to meet the immediate crisis 
because time is required to gather a workable fund. 
This crisis must be met in some other way. But the 
idea of a fund is born of the lesson which the C. P. /. 
brings home to us. The C. P. J. must be made a busi- 
ness venture in which the C. L. A. must be enabled to 
secure a livelihood to its progeny which finds itself 
unable to take care of itself in its first years. 

It would be interesting to see what reaction a 
proposition such as the Publications Fund might have 
on fellow members. Perhaps discussion on this point 
may lead to some vital action in this direction. At 
any rate, an exchange of ideas may help to develop 
a healthy policy in the matter of publications and 
assure publishers of a solid guarantee before sales 
promotions have been started. Let’s discuss the 
future of the C. P. J. which incidentally entails the 
probability of such projects as the Catholic Bibliog- 


raphy.
